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Families 
fork out 
£33k on 
new bins 

FAMILIES in Walsall have 
been forced to pay more 
than £33,000 replacing bins, 
despite hundreds being giv¬ 
en to some for free. 

Householders have 
bought 1,805 bins, which 
cost £18.50 each, from Wal¬ 
sall Council in the last finan¬ 
cial year. Meanwhile, 843 
were exchanged or provided 
free of charge over the same 
period of April 2013 and 
March 2014. The council 
says they are provided free 
on occasions, such as when 
larger bins are needed due 
to the size of the household, 
or if containers are deemed 
too old. 

The amount spent by res¬ 
idents on bins was £33,392 
after they have been asked 
to pay for replacements for 
ones which have been stolen 
or vandalised. 

The policy was introduced 
by the council in 2001 and 
initially cost £16.50, but in¬ 
creased in 2008 as part of 
the budget process. Blake- 
nall councillor Pete Smith 
has condemned the policy 
of charging for replace¬ 
ment bins. He said: “These 
charges are totally unfair. 
For years I have been com¬ 
plaining about this policy. If 
someone has been negligent 
it is their fault but if they 
have had their bin stolen or 
set on fire and got a crime 
reference number I don’t 
think it is fair.” 

Green light 
for gym bid 

PLANS to transform a Wal¬ 
sall town centre office block 
into a gym, creating up to 
30 jobs, have been given the 
go-ahead. 

Sweat Gyms is to open 
within space created as part 
of the £55 million Tesco 
complex in Littleton Street 
West. The gym and health 
and fitness centre could at¬ 
tract up to 6,500 members. 

The application for 
health facilities were lodged 
with Walsall Council and 
planning permission was 
granted under delegated 
powers. 


MANOR DOCTORS 
CRISIS LOOMING 


NEARLY a quarter of consultants 
jobs at Stafford Hospital are current¬ 
ly vacant - prompting fears by health 
chiefs in Walsall that it would have a 
knock-on effect on the town’s already 
‘overstretched’ hospital. 

Reputation, competition and uncertainty ab¬ 
out the future of services have been blamed for 
the difficulties facing Mid Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust. 


New figures show there 
are 117 consultant posts at 
Stafford Hospital of which 
26 are vacant. Most of the 
vacancies are filled by locum 
doctors but there are gaps in 
acute surgery, elderly med¬ 
icine and radiology depart¬ 
ments, which the trust has 
outlined as major areas of 
concern. 

But Councillor Marco 
Longhi, chair of Walsall 
Council’s health and social 
care scrutiny panel, said he 
feared vacant consultant 
roles would ultimately lead 
to longer waiting lists and 
pressure being put on neigh¬ 
bouring hospitals, such as 
Walsall Manor. 

Increased 

He added: “We already 
have an overstretched hos¬ 
pital in Walsall. I would like 
to think the management at 
Walsall Manor are making 
every provision for the extra 
activity from Stafford and 
that the hospital would also 
benefit from the increased 
activity, as long as it is met 
by the extra staff.” 

Manor Hospital has seen 
an increase in patients from 
Staffordshire over the last 
two years. Bosses have bid 
for government cash to help 
build a major expansion of 
the site in the coming years 
to help cope with demand. 

New Cross Hospital in 
Wolverhampton and the

University Hospital of 
North Staffordshire have 
also been taking on extra 
patients. 

Maggie Oldham, chief ex¬ 
ecutive at Mid Staffordshire 
NHS Foundation Trust, 
said: “As has been the situ¬ 
ation for some time, recruit¬ 
ment of both nursing staff 
and consultants continues 
to be very difficult. Uni¬ 
versity Hospital of North 
Staffordshire and the Royal 
Wolverhampton Hospitals 
are providing the trust with 
as much help as they can.” 

A report written by 
the trust to Staffordshire 
County Council said: “There 
is limited medical leadership 
available to provide support 
to the executive and leader¬ 
ship to clinical specialties.” 

The number of nurses at 
the hospital is also of con¬ 
cern, despite a recruitment 
drive which saw four staff 
taken on in May. 

A further recruitment 
event is due in September 
with the long-term aim of 
reducing the number of 
agency nurses to cover staff 
shortages. Hospital cam¬ 
paigner Cheryl Porter said: 
“The trust is blaming the 
reputation of the hospital 
but I think it has more to do 
with the uncertainty of the 
TSA process.”

£l2m will 
help build 
homes at 
old estate

£12.3m allocation from the 
Homes and Communities 
Agency is expected to be 
ploughed into the Goscote 
Lane corridor. 

There are plans for 412 
homes to be built in Blake- 
nall and there are early pro¬ 
posals to build up to 300 on 
the former Goscote estate in 
a bid to help transform the 
area. 

The funding comes as 
housing and planning min¬ 
ister Brandon Lewis visited 
the town to see how housing 
providers are using mod¬ 
ern construction methods 
to meet the demand for af¬ 
fordable homes. 

Chief executive Gary 
Fulford said: “We were de¬ 
lighted to welcome the min¬ 
ister to Walsall and show 
him some of the work we 
are doing to build affordable 
homes across the borough.” 

Earlier this year WHG 
built 73 new homes in Bar¬ 
racks Lane, Well Place and 
Thames Road in Blakenall, 
costing £7m. 

Plans are now in place to 
build up to 300 new homes 
on the former Goscote es¬ 
tate.

A SECOND man who is be¬ 
lieved to have fallen onto a 
railway line at Birmingham 
New Street has died - as it 
emerged one of them was an 
18 year-old from Walsall. 

The teenager who at¬ 
tended Queen Mary’s Gram¬ 
mar School died in hospital 
last week.

British 
Transport Police confirmed 
the other man, aged 30 from 
Handsworth, and also found 
injured on the rail line on 
the morning of August 7, 
died on Monday.

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Hoardings to go up alongside M6 


NEW giant advertising hoardings 
are poised to be built next to the 
M6 despite fears they would cause a 
distraction and increase the risk of 
accidents. The two 50ft high illumi¬ 
nated screens are earmarked to go 
next to the busy motorway between 
junctions nine at Wednesbury and 
10 at Walsall. 

They will be in a V-shape and can 
be taken by companies for advertis¬ 
ing, replacing an existing hoarding 


on land between Ikea and the Chest¬ 
nut Tree pub off Axletree Way. 

The Highways Agency and 
Sandwell Council have both ob¬ 
jected to the proposal for the struc¬ 
ture which will be up to 60ft wide. 

However, members of Walsall 
Council’s planning committee are 
being recommended to approve the 
application on the land near to the 
Gallagher Retail Park next week. 

There are a series of signs along¬ 


side the stretch of the M6 including 
one outside the Banks’s Stadium. It 
was made digital last year sparking 
complaints from residents. 

The Highways Agency has now 
raised concerns over the latest ap¬ 
plication stating the motorway is al¬ 
ready a common hotspot for shunts 
and unnecessary distractions will 
exacerbate the problem. 

Around 160,000 motorists a day 
use the busy section and the High¬ 


ways Agency say it and would be 
close to a gantry at junction nine 
and there is already a poor safety 
record with collisions above the na¬ 
tional average. 

Sandwell Council has also ob¬ 
jected and in a statement to plan¬ 
ning officers in Walsall state: “The 
substantial illuminated sign would 
appear as an unduly prominent 
structure, isolated and unrelated to 
its surroundings..” 


Record number of 
companies start up 


A RECORD number of new companies were 
formed in Walsall at the start of the year, a 
new independent report has revealed. 

Latest figures show 330 businesses were created 
across the borough between January and March, 
a 20 per cent rise on last year. The multi-million 
pound revamp of the Old Square Shopping Centre is 
thought to be partly behind the surge.

Woman 
died after 
nursing 
home fall 

AN elderly woman died in 
hospital after suffering a 
fall at a nursing home, an 
inquest heard. 

Mavis Foxall was admit¬ 
ted to Walsall Manor Hos¬ 
pital on August 9 after she 
was found on the floor next 
to her bed at The Willows 
Nursing Home, in Wednes¬ 
bury, where she had been a 
resident, Walsall Coroner’s 
Court heard on Monday. 

The 96-year-old deterio¬ 
rated and died in hospital a 
day later. Lorraine Pitt, who 
works at the nursing home, 
said Ms Foxall had been 
heard crying out for help 
after having he fall. 

She said prior to that, 
staff had helped her to the 
toilet and she had requested 
to stay in her room. 

Her daughter Karen Rob¬ 
inson told the inquest that 
her mother had suffered 
a number of falls previ¬ 
ously and described her as 
a ‘proud’ and ‘dignified’ 
woman. Her cause of death 
was given as respiratory 
failure, surgical emphysema 
and a chest wall injury. 

Frailty, old age and is¬ 
chemic heart disease had 
also contributed to her 
death, the inquest heard. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain concluded 
that Ms Foxall had died as a 
result of an accident.

Councillor Mohammed 
Arif, also a member of the 
group, said he was not sur¬ 
prised by the decision, as the 
current protocol over the 
flying of flags was in draft 
form only and had not been 
agreed by the council.

Relief as blaze lorry pigeon boxes empty

THERE were fears hundreds of 
racing pigeons could be in dan¬ 
ger after a lorry caught on fire 
on the M6 in the Black Country. 

But relieved firefighters dis¬ 
covered the burnt-out vehicle, 
which was near the exit slip road 
at Junction 10 for Walsall, had 
only been transporting empty 
boxes, made specifically for car¬ 
rying the birds. Fortunately the 
van driver was also uninjured in 


the fire having been able to get 
out before crews arrived. 

The lorry trailer was left gut¬ 
ted by the blaze, which caused 
severe delays on the motorway 
on Saturday afternoon. 

The slip road was closed at 
around 1.30pm while firefight¬ 
ers extinguished the blaze af¬ 
fecting cars going along the 
northbound stretch. Just the 
shell of the charred boxes re¬ 


mained after the firefighters put 
out the fire. 

The motorway was shut for 
around an hour while firefight¬ 
ers and police were at the scene. 
The Central Motorway Police 
Group warned drivers of poten¬ 
tial delays after the alarm was 
raised. It tweeted: “Lorry car¬ 
rying pigeons well ablaze on the 
island. M6 flowing but traffic on 
roundabout at a standstill.” 


It was followed by a second 
tweet, which read: “Fire brigade 
have tackled blaze at J10 M6. 
Lorry was carrying empty boxes 
so no pigeons were harmed in 
the making of this tweet.” 

It came after2,000 racing pi¬ 
geons were saved from a lorry 
fire near Coventry just hours 
before. Crews were called to the 
incident at a Sainsbury’s filling 
station in Foleshill on Friday. 


Legal action threat after 
claims on patient's care 


THE family of a woman with learning disabili¬ 
ties is threatening legal action against health 
chiefs over alleged poor care and claims 
nurses deliberately damaged a doll she be¬ 
lieved to be her baby. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust has apologised for 
the distress caused and launched an internal inves¬ 
tigation. Susan Hearsey, aged 64, was admitted to 
Walsall Manor Hospital last September following a 
fall while she was in a residential home. 


During a seven-week hos¬ 
pital stay it is claimed that 
a nurse stuck her fingers up 
Susan’s nose - causing it to 
bleed - when she wouldn’t 
take her medication, that 
staff lacked an understand¬ 
ing of her special needs and 
were continually distracted 
by their mobile phones. 

On one visit her family 
say they found Susan’s air 
mattress fully deflated and 
said that on another occa¬ 
sion she was lying in a soiled 
bed. 

They also claimed that 
she was not regularly 
washed and described her 
hair as matted and dirty. 

The situation came to a 
head on September 15 when 
Susan’s sisters Jane Dunn 
and Jennifer Walker heard 
her screaming in distress 
as they arrived on ward 14 
where she was staying. 

When they asked Susan 
what was wrong she said 
that a nurse had cut off 
her doll’s arm because she 
would not lie down and shut 
up. 

It is claimed that earlier 
staff had been throwing the 
doll, named Rachel, to each 
other like a ball. 

The family described how 
Susan believed the doll to 
be her own real baby and 
treated it as such. The toy 
was found on the floor with 
its arm detached, some 
clothes missing, the legs 
damaged and a chunk of its 
hair cut off. 

Susan, who lived with her

parents on the Beechdale 
estate until their death 15 
years ago, was transferred 
to a care home the next day. 

Mrs Dunn, aged 57, of 
Chepstow Road, Bloxwich, 
said: “Susan is still trauma¬ 
tised by her ordeal. We’re 
really angry. Before this 
happened she was always 
laughing and joking, now 
we can’t interest her in an¬ 
ything. 

“She’s lost several stone 
in weight and insists on hav¬ 
ing the light on in her room 
at night. 

“It feels like ah the love 
and care we’ve given her has 
been undone.” The family’s 
case has been taken up by 
Merry Varney - legal firm 
Leigh Day’s human rights 
expert. “We believe that 
owing to the seriousness of 
this matter, a full, independ¬ 
ent investigation should be 
undertaken.” 

In a statement, Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust said: 
“We would like to repeat 
our sincere apologies for 
the distress that Susan and 
her family have experienced 
following Susan’s stay at 
Walsall Manor Hospital last 
year. 

“We have taken the con¬ 
cerns raised extremely seri¬ 
ously and have undertaken 
a full and detailed investi¬ 
gation into the issues which 
were highlighted.”

Walsall teenager 
is safe and well 

A TEENAGER from Wal¬ 
sall missing for over two 
weeks has been found safe 
and well. Kurt Woolley, 
aged 19, from Florence 
Street in Chuckery left on 
July 30 telling family that 
was moving to the south 
west to start a new job. 

He was expected to come 
home just a few days later 
to celebrate his birthday 
but failed to return and 
had no contact with friends 
or family for 15 days.

Pensioner died after collecting paper 


A MOTORIST was over the speed 
limit before he knocked over and 
killed a pensioner, a coroner has 
ruled. Arnold Edwards, aged 88, 
died after being run over while 
walking home from a shop on Wal¬ 
sall Wood High Street to collect his 
morning paper on January 24. 

Mr Edwards, who went by his 
middle name Clive, was hit at 
around 5.45am, crossing to get back 


to his home on St John’s Close. At 
his inquest at Smethwick Council 
House it was revealed that the mo¬ 
torist, Christopher Farnell, swerved 
when he spotted Mr Edwards cross¬ 
ing but could not avoid him, with 
the driver’s side of his Ford Mondeo 
hitting the pensioner. 

The inquest heard that after the 
accident Mr Farnell, from Coseley, 
was interviewed by police in which 


he said he may have been travelling 
over the 30mph speed limit as he be¬ 
lieved the limit was 40mph. 

But Mr Farnell now disputes that, 
saying that he was still in shock at 
the time. No further action is being 
taken by officers. Mr Farnell said 
he had stopped around 200 yards 
before the accident while another 
vehicle turned right. He said the 
road was clear but then he saw Mr 


Edwards, adding: “He was right on 
top of me when I saw him, he was 
right in the middle of the road.” 

After hitting Mr Edwards, the 
car crashed into a wall near the 
Boatman’s Rest pub. Despite Mr 
Farnell’s evidence, Black Country 
coroner Robin Balmain ruled that 
the car was over the limit. 

He recorded death was due to 
road traffic collision.

STUDENTS in Walsall have 
been celebrating record 
A-level results despite the 
pass rate nationally drop¬ 
ping for the first time in 
more than 30 years. 

However the proportion of 
students across the country- 
handed the very highest grades 
has risen. 

A decision to scrap the January 
exam session, which has cut the 
chances students have to resit pa¬ 
pers, coupled with a move by stu¬ 
dents to opt for traditional subjects 
favoured by universities, is likely to 
have had an impact on results. 

In Walsall some schools, in¬ 
cluding St Thomas Catholic High 
School, were celebrating their best 
ever A-level results. 

The average point score at the 
Willenhall school was up by half a 
grade per A level with the A* to B 
rate up by one per cent to 28 per 
cent. 

Dedication 

Pupil Lauren Ferguson, also 18, 
from Bloxwich, has won a £10,000 
bursary to study Theology at New¬ 
man University in Birmingham, 
after passing the necessary grades 
and is hoping to to return to St 
Thomas More as a teacher. 

She said: “I was worried I may 
have failed some of my exams but 
I’m actually really pleased with my 
results. I woke up the house scream¬ 
ing.” 

Sixth-form students at Black 
Country UTC in Bloxwich also re¬ 
corded their best ever A-level re¬ 
sults. Pass levels were up by two 
per cent whilst average point scores 
for both academic and vocational 
courses increased by a grade. ” 

It was announced last month 
that the Black Country UTC is to 
relocate to state-of-the-art facili¬ 
ties next to Walsall College in April 
2016, as part of a multi-million 
pound project. 

Shire Oak Academy in Walsall 
Wood has enjoyed another success¬ 
ful set of results with the school in¬ 
creasing the percentage of students 


achieving three or more A*-E .The 
sixth form also maintained its ex¬ 
cellent average points per student 
score of over 850 - well above the 
Walsall and the national average. 
Notable achievements from individ¬ 
ual students include Callum Prosser 
who got an A* and three A grades 
and Steven Bennett who got an A*, 
two A grades and a B. 

Shelfield Community Academy 
students celebrated huge improve¬ 
ments in a range of subject areas. 
The percentage of students gaining 
A*-C grades at A Level improved 
in over 80 per cent of subjects 


with facilitating subjects such as 
mathematics, Spanish and biology 
marking a 100 per cent pass rate at 
grades A*-C. 

The percentage of students gain¬ 
ing 3 A*-E grades in A levels has al¬ 
most doubled since 2013. In maths 
all students gained grades A*-B at 
A-Level. The academy boasted its 
first Oxbridge applicant this year 
with Year 12 student Rose Bennett 
achieving four A grades at AS Level. 
She is hoping to study at Cambridge 
in 2015. 

Principal Paula Ward said: “It is 
fantastic to see that the changes we 


have put into place this academic 
year within the sixth form have had 
such a positive impact.” 

Some 20 per cent of A-level 
grades at Aldridge School were ei¬ 
ther A* or A for year 13 students. 
Head boy James Fardell netted A*s 
in Economics, maths and his ex¬ 
tended project, as well as an A in 
government and politics and a C in 
physics. The 18-year-old is now set 
to study economics and finance at 
Bristol University. At Great Barr’s 
Q3 Academy, 74 students sat their 
exams and the pass rate went up to 
99.4 per cent.

bled car parking spaces and 
patient ambulance pick-up 
and drop-off points adjacent 
to existing ward entrances. 

“This car park currently 
provides a total of 126 
spaces. Following the siting 
of the modular building and 
remodelling of the car park 
there will only be 54 spaces. 
However, in general there 
will be an overall increase to 
the current car parking pro¬ 
vision from 2,106 to 2,132 
spaces on the whole site. 

“The loss of the parking 
spaces will be relocated 
around the hospital com¬ 
plex and in particular the 
use of the former laundry 
slab at the rear of the site 
will be utilised and formally 
marked out to accommodate 
87 spaces.”

Ellie is making waves 
as town’s golden girl 


CHARLOTTE LILLY looks 
at Ellie Simmonds’ rise as 
an inspirational swimmer 
and celebrity, from Walsall 

SHE is the sports star who 
can’t stop winning. 

Paralympic swimmer Ellie Sim¬ 
monds first found her way into the 
nation’s hearts after winning her 
first gold medals at the Paralympics 
in Beijing aged 13. 

Then she became the poster girl of 
London 2012 when she picked up a 
medal in each of her four events. 

And along the way she has been made 
an OBE and even wowed Paul Hollywood 
and Mary Berry with her baking skills. 

More recently the now 19-year-old ex¬ 
celled herself once again winning three 
golds and silver at the European Cham¬ 
pionships in Eindhoven, in the Nether¬ 
lands. 

Ellie broke her own world record to 
win gold in the SM6 200m individual 
medley. She finished in a time of three 
minutes 4.07 seconds, beating her old 
time by 0.34 seconds. 

However, after swimming the 400m 
freestyle S6 title in five minutes 28.31 
seconds, the ever-perfectionist from 
Aldridge said that while she was ‘really 
happy’ to win gold, ‘it was a rubbish 
swim. I’m not happy with the time.’ 

Her father Steve says: “Ellie wasn’t 
happy with her time because she was 
hoping to be a little bit quicker. 

“I am very proud of her and so is her 
mum because she is constantly getting 
better and better every time she takes to 
the pool.” 

Walsall’s golden girl was the young¬ 
est British athlete at the 2008 summer 
Paralympics in Beijing and after winning 
two medals she followed the feat with 
two more golds at the 2012 Paralympics. 

Last year she was crowned star baker 
when she took part in Comic Relief’s

celebrity version of The Great British 
Bake Off. She whipped up some tasty 
chocolate orange scones to get plaudits 
from judges Mary Berry and Paul Hol¬ 
lywood, while her showstopper soldier 
cake landed her joint top spot with 
Newsnight’s Kir sty Wark. 

“She has got bags of energy and she’s 
always on the go and getting involved 
with something or other,” says Steve. 

“At the minute she is keeping her¬ 
self busy training because she gets her 
A-Level results next week and she is a 
little nervous about them.” 


The paralympian is currently stud¬ 
ying psychology at Loughborough Col¬ 
lege and wants to continue with her 
studies next year. She moved to Leices¬ 
ter from Swansea and began training 
with new coach Steve Bailey a year ago. 

Her father says: “She has been doing 
really well with Steve but I think she 
was a little apprehensive at first about 
taking part,” he says. 

“It’s great having Ellie in Loughbor¬ 
ough because it is only down the road. 

“She is a real homebody and enjoys 
spending time with her family. ” She 


has also enlisted the help of comedian 
David Walliams for a campaign to get 
people swimming next month. She fea¬ 
tures in a video giving her own swim¬ 
ming tips for SwimBritain. 

The initiative invites people to take 
part in a four-person relay where each 
team member swims 250m four times 
around a specially-designed course. 

Walliams, who famously swam the 
River Thames for charity, has created 
a video with Ellie to talk about their 
shared love for swimming. 

In the video Ellie says the greatest 
moment in her sporting career was 
going to Beijing and taking part in the 
2012 London Paralympics. “To take 
the gold and hear the roar, it was a real 
buzz,” she says. 

After the European Championships 
she will begin training for the World 
Championships, which will be held in 
Glasgow next year. 

Disappointed 

She was forced to watch this year’s 
Commonwealth Games from the side¬ 
lines as the competition did not have a 
swimming category for her. Her father 
says: “Ellie wasn’t able to compete at 
the Commonwealth Games because it 
isn’t like the Olympics in that it doesn’t 
have her class of swimming. 

“She was a little bit disappointed, but 
the European Championships were what 
she wanted to focus on more and next 
year she has got the World Champion¬ 
ships in Glasgow which she is looking 
forward to. After that she will be think¬ 
ing about Rio and qualifying for the 
Olympics there.” 

In 2011, the swimmer was awarded 
an OBE for services to Paralympic sport 
and in 2012 a golden postbox was un¬ 
veiled in her home town of Aldridge. 

Royal Mail painted the former red 
postbox in High Street. Mr Simmonds 
says: “Ellie loves the post box and still 
visits it and tells us that whenever we 
have letters to post we must only use 
that box.” 




WEEK IN 
POLITICS

UKIP’S Bill Etheridge learned a 
rather valuable lesson last week 
about public speaking - that it’s 
generally a bad idea to say any¬ 
thing that could be construed as 
positive about Adolf Hitler. 

Ironically, it was a seminar on 
effective public speaking that 
saw his comments rounded on 
by his party’s critics. 

Why the West Midlands MEP 
decided it would be a good idea 
to even bring up the Nazi leader 
at all, let alone suggest budding 
politicians look at his speaking 
style, only he can say. 

And I’ve never known any 
modern politician win a seat by 
walking up and down during a 
speech and fixing the audience 
with his or her stare the way Mr 
Etheridge was said to have de¬ 
scribed Hitler. 

Far from being ‘desperate’ for 
politicians to start talking, as Mr 
Etheridge says those who lis¬ 
tened to Hitler were, these days 
people are more likely to stand 
up and walk out or worse. 

No-one hangs on David Cam¬ 
eron or Ed Miliband’s words. 
Every time they tweet anything 
the first response is usually from 
someone calling them, respec¬ 
tively, Dishface and Beaker. 

But has this damaged UKIP? 
Not particularly, if online reaction 
is anything to go by.Those who 
were against UKIP remained res¬ 
olute on that, taking this story as 
further evidence that they do not 
deserve a seat in the Commons. 

Yet those who were already 
part of the so-called ‘earth¬ 
quake’ of the European and 
council elections in May were 
content with Mr Etheridge’s side 
of the story and rallied round to 
condemn the Mail on Sunday for 
its coverage. 

Every Black Country council is 
now under the control of Labour. 
Walsall’s Tories were forced 
from power in a special meeting 
called after a by-election gave 
Labour back the 30 seats it was 
on after May’s local elections. 

The death after those elec¬ 
tions of leader Tim Oliver left La¬ 
bour on 29 and meant a rainbow 
alliance - albeit a rainbow miss¬ 
ing any shades of red - of Tories, 
Lib Dems, UKIP and independ¬ 
ence voted for the status quo. 

Labour ended up paying to fly 
three of its councillors back from 
their summer holidays for the 
crucial vote. 

Politically, it might not be the 
worst thing for the Tories. They 
would have continued to get 
stick for staying in control after 
being reduced to just over a third 
of the seats. 

And now they get to campaign 
for the next election against an 
incumbent Labour party that 
won’t yet have got its feet under 
the table. At least, that’s what I’d 
say if I were the Conservatives 
and putting a brave face on it. 

Labour has the advantage of 
being both incumbent locally 
and in opposition in Westmin¬ 
ster. And that’s certainly done 
it no harm in Wolverhampton, 
Sandwell and Dudley these past 
few years.

Chiefs vow 
to watch 
spending 
at Manor 


HOSPITAL chiefs have vowed to tackle their 
spending after racking up a deficit of £1.7 
million more than planned within months. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, which runs the 
Manor Hospital, had a deficit of £2.364m at the end 


of June, against its target 
to the board revealed. 

The financial situation 
was worse than in April 
and May when it was £1.2m 
higher than predicted. 

The trust has highlighted 
emergency admission pres¬ 
sures and the need to use 
temporary staff among the 
reasons. Bosses say steps 
are now being taken to 
tackle the financial issue. 

They had only been 
able to identify £8m of the 
£10.7m savings needed to 
made as part of the cost-im¬ 
provement programme in 
April, which further com¬ 
pounded the problem. 

In a report to the board, 
chief executive Richard 
Kirby said: “Our financial 
position is a key cause for 
concern at the end of the 
first quarter. 

“Continued use of extra 
capacity and extra operat¬ 
ing sessions to meet demand 
and a slow start to the deliv¬ 
ery of our cost improvement

programme have resulted in 
a £2.4m deficit at the end of 
June, which is £1.7m worse 
than planned. 

“All the trust’s divisions 
are working on plans to 
reduce their rate of ex¬ 
penditure consistent with 
delivering our objectives for 
our patients to ensure that 
we improve our position.” 

He added that a detailed 
forecast for the rest of the 
year was being prepared. 

It comes after it recently 
the bill for agency staff at 
the Manor rose by more 
than £250,000 in a month. 

It increased to £721,000 
as the overall cost of tempo¬ 
rary workers shot up to £1.6 
million throughout June. 

The combined level of ex¬ 
penditure on agency, bank 
and locum staff has contin¬ 
ually risen since the start of 
the financial year.

The Holy Ascension Church in Blox- 
wich was earmarked for a revamp 
three years ago but a revised, down¬ 
sized scheme has now been submitted. 

The plans have been recommended for 
approval by planning officers. The applica¬ 
tion for the Sanstone Road site, which was 
lodged with Walsall Council, was due to be 
considered by planners yesterday. 

The new building will have rooms for 
worship, activities and meetings as well as a 
kitchen, storage space toilets and an office. 

A previous application was deferred after 
concerns were raised about the loss of trees 
in the area. It was proposed to remove 
some trees along both side boundaries to 
accommodate the development. 

A report to the planning committee said: 
“The application was deferred on July 22 
for officers to see an amended scheme that 
moved the proposed building away from the 
boundaries to retain more trees and also to 
consider whether there is a need for a tree 
preservation order. 

“Amended plans have been received 
which move the proposed building 1.6m 
away from the southern boundary and re¬ 
tains all of the trees on the site. A tree pres¬ 
ervation order was served on July 29 which 
covers seven individual trees and one group 
comprising 25 young ash trees.” 

The report also states the position of the 
proposed building means a large rear gar¬ 
den area will also be retained, with parking 
for 14 vehicles. The former garage on the 
site will be used as a storage area. 

Neighbours had previously requested for 
some trees to be removed to improve the 
quality of light to their gardens. 

But the council’s tree officer and ecolo¬ 
gist recommend that the trees are retained 
as they offer ‘visual amenity and ecological 
benefits’.

couple hit out at yobs 
who raided baby's grave

A YOUNG couple from Wal¬ 
sall have been left devas¬ 
tated after thieves stole and 
damaged toys at their son’s 
grave. 

A range of items including 
a scarecrow, windmill and so¬ 
lar-powered owl have been taken 
from the memorial. 

Jordan Tristram said she has seen 
the grave to baby Harrison targeted 
three times in just a matter of months. 
Others are also believed to have been 
hit, with wooden crosses snapped. 


Little Harrison was stillborn in June 
and was buried at Witton Cemetery, 
Birmingham, at the end of that month. 
Since then the items have been taken 
and flower petals kicked off. 

Psychology student Jordan, of The 
Grove, Yew Tree, Walsall said she and 
partner Daniel Hall, aged 21, had been 
left distraught by the yobbish actions. 
The 18-year-old said the first time was 
just a week after the funeral and she 
could not understand why anybody 
would commit such actions. 

“They have stolen things, bro¬ 
ken things and generally vandalised 
things,” she said. “It is devastating 


when you come to visit. It is a section 
of the cemetery for babies. There are 
no words to describe the people who 
can do it. Who can come in a ceme¬ 
tery and steal and just go over kicking 
things over?” 

Birmingham City Council said: “We 
deplore the actions of those who un¬ 
dertake such mindless acts, which 
cause a great deal of distress for the 
family and friends of the deceased. It 
is understandable that people want to 
place items to remind them of their 
loved ones, but due to the actions of 
thieves we advise items of value are 
not left on cemetery grounds.”

Police alert 
as workers 
con results 
in lost cash 


BOGUS workmen have stolen thousands of 
pounds from victims in Walsall, prompting 
police to warn people to be on their guard. 

Two homes in Pelsall and Caldmore were targeted 
in distraction burglaries last week and thieves got 
away with more than £3,300 - with the majority of 
the cash stolen from a man in his 80s.

Chiefs for 
council to 
get cut in 
allowances 


COUNCILLORS in Walsall are to take a pay- 
cut in a bid to save the cash-strapped author¬ 
ity almost £100,000 a year, it has emerged. 

The now controlling Labour party is planning to 
get rid of the increased special responsibility allow¬ 
ances that were introduced last year. The cut will 
apply to the council leader Sean Coughlan, the dep¬ 
uty and other members of the cabinet. 


It will also see chairs of 
statutory committees such 
as scrutiny meetings get a 
cut in the allowances they 
receive. An increase was 
controversially introduced 
by the council in 2013 after 
being voted through by the 
Conservatives. 

Council leader, councillor 
Coughlan, is due to see his 
special responsibility allow¬ 
ance fall from £26,850 to 
£23,582. He says the cash 
saved will go towards pro¬ 
tecting services. 

Councillor Coughlan said: 
“Our view is while you are 
reducing budgets in areas, 
you are reducing staff and 
expect them to do more, it 
is only right. We always said 
that when you are asking 
staff to do more for less then 
it is only right that as coun¬ 
cillors, we do the same.” 

He added that a report

will now be produced to full 
council next month where 
a new policy for pay would 
be put forward for formal 
approval. 

Bosses at the time of the 
rise said the recommenda¬ 
tions were forward by an 
independent panel follow¬ 
ing a review. The change in 
stance comes after the La¬ 
bour wrestled back control 
of the council after 14 years. 

Three members of the 
party even flew back from 
holiday to ensure they had 
enough people to back a mo¬ 
tion to remove Conservative 
councillor Mike Bird and 
appoint councillor Cough¬ 
lan in his place.

Roadworks 
push 1.6m 
drivers on 
toll route 


AN extra 1.6 million cars and lorries have 
used Staffordshire’s toll motorway, new fig¬ 
ures revealed, boosting revenues as drivers 
sought an alternative to M6 hold-ups. 

But Midland Expressway, which runs the 27-mile 
long M6 Toll, still racked up losses of more than £30 
million, caused by interest and repayments on the 
£900m cost of building the road eight years ago. 

The toll motorway saw a 


surge in use last year, due 
to the continuing work tak¬ 
ing place on the M6, which 
is causing delays to traffic, 
and a free month offered to 
vehicle fleets run by mem¬ 
bers of the Road Haulage 
Association. 

Midland Expressway’s 
annual financial report, just 
filed with Companies House, 
reveals that toll revenue in 
2013 rose 13.5 per cent to 
£65.9m. Traffic increased 
12.1 per cent to 14.65 mil¬ 
lion vehicles during the 
year, up 1.6 million on 2012. 

In his strategic report, 
chief executive Tom Fan¬ 
ning said: “Traffic vol¬ 
umes and toll revenues for 
the year benefited from 
roadworks in place on the 
competing M6 which ran 
throughout 2013 until com¬ 
pletion in April 2014.”

But he warned that an 
improved M6 ‘may provide 
significant challenges’ to the 
M6 Toll in the longer term. 

In the meantime, the ac¬ 
celeration of the Highways 
Agency’s Smart Motorway 
project widening and im¬ 
proving the M6 is likely to 
boost traffic for the toll road 
until the work is completed 
in 2015. 

The toll road company 
also is hoping that it will 
benefit from long term 
expansion of the Smart 
Motorway programme be¬ 
tween Birmingham and 
Manchester. As well as the 
M6 roadworks, the toll road 
also benefited from flat fuel 
prices and a growth in the 
UK economy.

FOR years they had been left to 
rot in an old barn hundreds of 
miles away, but now a pair of vin¬ 
tage buses manufactured in the 
Black Country have returned to 
be restored to their former glory. 

The coaches came off the production 
line at the Guy Motors Ltd factory off 
Park Lane in Fallings Park, Wolver¬ 
hampton in 1959 and were bought by 
Heath Hayes firm Harper Brothers to 
carry passengers on day trips to the 
coast. 

But after 11 years of service they were 
sold to a scout group in Northern Ireland 
in 1971 and redeployed to ship youngsters 
from their headquarters in Limerick to 
scout camps around the country. 

Three years ago it emerged the 52-seat 
coaches were stranded in a barn on the out¬ 
skirts of Dublin in dreadful condition, their 
once gleaming distinctive green and yellow 
paintwork peeled away and tarnished by

rust, polished wooden interiors now sullied 
and engines dead to the world. 

But thanks to the generosity of their 
former owner and an unnamed benefactor 
the buses are back on home soil, having ar¬ 
rived at the Aston Manor Road Transport 
Museum (AMRTM) in Aldridge, after being 
loaded onto large flat-bed lorries and trans¬ 
ported via ferry across the Irish Sea. 

It is believed there are only nine coaches 
in existence featuring the Guy Motors chas¬ 
sis coupled with bodywork produced by 
Loughborough firm Willowbrook Ltd. 

They are now set to undergo a refurbish¬ 
ment project manned by a crew of up to 25 
volunteers, with bosses at the museum hop¬ 
ing to have both vehicles in full operational 
order by 2017. Martin Fisher, chairman of 
the AMRTM, said he first found out about 
the buses in 2011, but doubted the museum 
would ever be able to afford the high cost of 


buying them and funding their transporta¬ 
tion back to the Midlands. It is expected the 
cost of refurbishing could be £60,000.“The 
owner in Ireland originally planned to use 
them as part of his novelty wedding busi¬ 
ness but nothing came to pass, so he adver¬ 
tised them for sale,” he said. “They were on 
the market for a while but no-one bought 
them. We wanted to bring them here but 
there was no way we could afford it at the 
time.” 

It looked like the project would never get 
off the ground, but then the owner donated 
them to the AMRTM - on the proviso that 
the museum could stump up transport costs 
to bring them back to the UK. 

A mystery donor came forward. Mr 
Fisher added: “It cost more than £3,000 to 
get them here and there’s no way we could 
have done that without the donation. The 
benefactor has asked to remain anonymous 
but we are extremely grateful.” The coaches 
are now in storage where they are being as¬ 
sessed by the restoration crew before work 
begins in the coming months.

Meanwhile, her relationship 
with Mr Church has taken a downward turn after a 
misunderstanding over a date. On the upside, the 
future is looking bright for one member of staff, as 
Mr Martin prepares to launch a pop career. With 
Catherine Tate, Daniel Rigby and Philip Glenister. 


A year ago, Channel 5 brought 
us one of the most enjoyably 
bonkers fantasy sagas of the 
year. Based on the novel by Stephen 
King, Under the Dome was one of 
those glorious ‘What if?’-style 
dramas popularised in The Twilight 
Zone. 

In this case, the ‘what if?’ being: a 
hemispherical force field. It appeared 
out of nowhere and trapped the 
residents of small American town 
Chester’s Mill. Once comparisons 
with The Simpsons Movie faded, 
UDT became must-see viewing for 
viewers who don’t take their fantasy 
TV too seriously. 

It didn’t just raise questions such 
as ‘What created the dome’, or Was 
it impassable?’, but Would rain pass 
through the force field?’ and What 
happened when the food and 
resources ran out?’ 

It didn’t hurt that there was eye 
candy for both sexes, from hunky, 
shady ex-soldier Barbie (Mike Vogel) 
to flame-haired investigative reporter 
Julia Shumway (Rachel LeFevre). 

And as every good drama needs a 
larger-than-life villain, Breaking Bad 


veteran Dean Norris proved perfect 
as politician/used car dealer ‘Big Jim’ 
Rennie. 

Okay, some Stephen King purists 
may have argued that it’s not as 
good as the 2009 source novel, but 
given the fact most King-inspired TV 
strands have been a let down, it 
proved more compelling than most. 

Series one of Under the Dome 
was bursting with memorable 
moments, from a cow sliced in half 
when the hemisphere first appeared, 
to the man whose pacemaker 
exploded in his chest. It was the 
show where anything could, and 
probably would happen. 

Admittedly it wasn’t perfect, but it 
kept many fans coming back for 
more week after week, and series 
two looks like it could be equally 
compelling. It picks up directly from 
where the first series left off. 

Chester’s Mill is now bathed in a 
blinding white light as the Dome 
starts to change. It becomes opaque, 
and starts emitting a regular 
electromagnetic pulse. 

Pink stars have fallen in lines as a 
result of Julia throwing the egg into 


the lake, and Barbie is awaiting 
execution on the scaffold after Big 
Jim accused him of murder. 

Of course the ongoing success of 
this series has meant Mike Vogel’s 
own star is definitely on the rise. 

“What I love about this show, it’s 
very real characters reacting to a 
very unreal event,” he explains. Mike 
is no stranger to working in Blighty, 
having made a film with Jamie 
Murray called The Deaths of Ian 
Stone. If UDT’s schedule allows, he’d 
love to return to the UK for a new 
project. “I love England and I love 
English actors,” he explains. ‘There is 
a richness and a tradition in the craft 
that you get with English actors that I 
don’t see a lot with my American 
counterparts. It’s always refreshing to 
me.” 

New ‘Dome’ cast additions should 
help make this second run equally 
refreshing. 

Look out for former ER star Sherry 
Stringfield as Big Jim’s ‘late’ wife 
Pauline, while country music 
superstar Dwight Yoakam plays the 
delightfully named town barber, Lyle 
Chumley.

The L200 does the lifestyle pick-up 
thing better than any other model. 

It offers more adventurous styling and high 
spec versions called Warrior and Barbar¬ 
ian with lots of equipment. The underly¬ 
ing vehicle is more of a mixed bag. Build 
quality and road manners could be better 
but the L200 is manoeuvrable, tough and 
looks like good value for money. 

Whichever L200 model you choose, and 
there are quite a few of them, there’s a 2.5-li- 
tre common-rail injection diesel engine up front 
doing the hard work. In standard form, this en¬ 
gine turns in a healthy 134bhp and torque of 
314Nm at 2,000rpm but a high power option is 
also available that tickles the output up to a ma¬ 
cho 175bhp with 400Nm at 2,000rpm in manual 
form. This latter unit is capable of hitting 62mph 
from standstill in 12.1s before rumbling on to a 
111mph top speed. 

The less powerful L200s take 15s to reach 
62mph and will eventually attain 103mph. The 
five-speed manual gearbox comes as standard 
but a five-speed automatic is also offered that 
features a Sport mode. 

The L200 rides on a no-nonsense ladder 
frame chassis with multi-link front suspension 
and heavy duty leaf springs at the rear. It’s the 
standard set-up in the pick-up world and what 
it lacks in finesse on the tarmac it makes up for 
in strength and ability in the rough. Pick-up ride 
quality always leaves something to be desired 
compared to 4x4 passenger cars but the L200 
doesn’t do too badly. 

Some pick-ups have entry-level front-wheel- 
drive versions but not the L200. Whether it’s 
the Easy Select 4WD system on the entry-level 
models or the Super Select 4WD set-up on the

range-topping versions, all have all-wheel-drive. 
Easy Select models should be run in 2WD mode 
in normal conditions with a locked 4WD mode 
selectable on low friction surfaces. 

The Super Select is an advanced full time 
4x4 set-up similar to that found in Mitsubishi’s 
Shogun. It allows the L200 to be driven in 2WD 
or fulltime 4WD mode on the road without the 
excessive wear and tear suffered by part time 
systems as a result of transmission wind-up. In 
slippery off-road situations, a further 4WD mode 
can be selected which maximises traction by 
locking the centre differential. Both of the sys¬ 
tems are operated by the traditional and rather 
clunky lever sited alongside the gear stick which 
seems slightly dated when compared to the 
dash-mounted dials used by rival manufactur¬ 
ers. 

Extensive 

There are three basic bodystyles to mull over. 
The single cab is reserved very much for busi¬ 
nesses that need a proper old school working 
pick-up. Its traditional two seats and extensive 
2,220mm load length mean it prioritises cargo 
over cabin and it’s only offered in the base trims. 
The second option is the Club cab. This is for 
single cab customers who might occasionally 
need to transport more than one passenger. It 
offers a 1,805mm load length with additional ca¬ 
pacity behind the cabin’s front seats for secure 
storage or to seat a couple of small ones. 

Most L200 customers opt for a double cab 
body, a variant offered in any trim level you like. 
This is a four-door five-seater model with a de¬ 
cent amount of legroom for the rear passengers 
and seat backs angled at a comfortable 25 de¬ 
grees. There has to be a compromise for this ex¬ 
tra passenger space and it comes in the shape 
of a modest 1,325mm load length in standard 
guise. The solution is the Long Bed version of 
this model with an extra 18cms of load length. 


Whichever L200 bodystyle you choose, it will 
have a 1,085mm load width, a capacity to carry 
in excess of 1,000kg and a 2,700kg braked trail¬ 
er towing limit. 

The L200 trim level range reflects its goal of 
catering for business and private buyers. You 
have 4Work models at the base of the range 
equipped only with the basics. That means CD 
stereo, steel wheels, and the basic Easy Select 
4x4 system. 4Life is a little plusher with air-con¬ 
ditioning, electric windows and keyless entry 
but still has the utilitarian feel. Beyond that, we 
reach the high series L200s, double cab ver¬ 
sions dubbed Warrior and Barbarian. These 


are the bigger sellers and the models that re¬ 
ally crossover between business and pleasure 
usage. 

All of the high series L200 models feature 
the M-ASTC traction and stability control sys¬ 
tem as standard which is a really useful addi¬ 
tion. The Warrior also features 17” alloy wheels, 
body-coloured wheel-arches, cruise control and 
climate control. 

The Barbarian is actually rather civilised, add¬ 
ing a colour screen satellite navigation system, 
a reversing camera, full 
leather trim and numerous styling accesso¬ 
ries.

Supermini is a bargain buy 


The MG3 was designed with the intention of 
being fun to drive, the chassis having been 
subjected to many thousands of miles of 
testing on European roads. 

The first cars offered to journalists to drive in China 
were rather harshly sprung but MG promised to fit 
springs and dampers that offered a more supple feel 
for UK roads. 

The engine is a 1.5-litre 106PS four-cylinder unit that nat¬ 
urally drives the front wheels. There’s nothing revolutionary 
about the suspension which is fairly standard set-up with 
MacPherson struts up front and a torsion beam at the rear. 
You also get a drive-by-wire braking system and an electri¬ 
cally-assisted power steering set-up. 

The exterior styling looks quite smart, if maybe a little su¬ 
permini-generic in a way that could have been produced 
from one of many manufacturers in this sector if you cov¬ 
ered the badges over. Still, because the MG3 looks to un¬ 
dercut many of the established names, this rather blended 
styling is perhaps to its credit. 


It continues the design theme introduced on the MG Zero 
concept vehicle and the company claims it’s “a distinctive 
statement of modern British style designed to target young 
and style-conscious buyers”. Make of that what you will. 

The interior will come as a welcome relief to anybody 
who’s a bit baffled by the complexity and deep technology 
of many modern superminis. Climb out of a Peugeot 208, 
with its self-parking system and tablet computer-style cen¬ 
tral infotainment system and, without being unduly blunt, 
it’s very different. Still, the MG3 is tidy inside with seats that 
look and feel very Volkswagen. 

There are a few white touches around the stereo, on the 
steering wheel, the door pulls, handbrake and gear lever 
but aside from that, everything is uniformly grey. Sit in the 
back seats and you’ll find the front seats are sculpted to 
improve leg room, while the rear headroom is genuinely 
impressive. 

Prices start at under £8,500, getting you this supermi¬ 
ni-sized car for less than the kind of money you’d pay for a 
little citycar. All models get signature front LED lights and a 
hill holder clutch as standard, with all but the entry model 
featuring a high quality DAB audio system.

Many plus 
points for 
refreshed 
Kia Optima

Refreshed and ready to do battle in the tough 
mid-size saloon market, Kia’s Optima is a 
high-spec, value-for-money alternative to the 
mainstream opposition. 

Kia’s Optima has been around for a few years, 
and this mild refresh ensures that the Korean firm’s 
mid-size saloon stays competitive in a crowded mar¬ 
ketplace populated by more expensive and long-es¬ 
tablished rival metal. There’s much to like about the 
Optima; it’s a stylish car and its bold corporate ‘look’ 
is striking without detracting from the rest of its clean 
lines. 

Subtle tweaks to the car’s nose and tail hide a more com¬ 
prehensive update inside and under the skin. Improvements 
to overall refinement have resulted in a quieter cabin, while 
there’s more standard and optional kit available. 

Kia’s following the trend for the inclusion of smarter safety 
technology, such as blind spot and lane departure warning 
kit. 

The sharp-suited Optima has nothing to fear in the com¬ 
pany car park. The car’s decidedly European styling cues 
sit comfortably with the less adventurous looks of many of 
its rivals. 

Crucially, the big Kia shares many of its exterior details 
with smaller cars in the family, and it’s this familiarity that 
should help tempt buyers to trade up with confidence. 

Confidence also plays a big part in the ownership expe¬ 
rience, which is why Kia has scored highly in recent years 
with its generous seven-year warranty. 

It’s an unusual yet welcome sales tactic, and has done 
wonders for the brand’s image when it was building confi¬ 
dence among buyers at the start of its big European sales 
push many years ago. 

Practicality 

A large saloon like the Optima is designed from the outset 
to be accommodating, and the four-door Kia doesn’t disap¬ 
point. Although the main focus is on front seat occupants, 
there’s also ample room in the back for business associates 
or the family. The car’s generous sized boot is also a big 
plus and the cabin isn’t short of useful oddment storage op¬ 
tions, making it an ideal environment for road warriors and 
their clutter. 

Kia has worked to ensure the Optima delivers a refined 
and soothing driving experience, ready to rival the products 
of the established European players. 

It’s largely paid off, with the Optima easily capable of 
munching the motorway miles and distancing the driver 
from poorly surfaced roads. 

The sole 1.7-litre diesel engine option delivers a strong 
performance, and remains reasonably quiet when pushed 
hard. 

Don’t expect the Optima to rival the German sports sa¬ 
loons for outright performance though, as Kia’s aim to major 
on refinement and comfort has largely succeeded. 

In its refreshed state, boasting more kit and visibly higher 
quality levels, the Optima offers budget-sawy buyers a cred¬ 
ible alternative to the wares of the more established brands. 
With its sensible economy and emissions ratings, plus that 
all-important seven-year warranty, the Optima makes a lot of 
sense for both private buyers and company car users. 

Who would buy one?: If you’re downsizing from a larger 
luxury car yet keen to retain your much-loved creature com¬ 
forts, Kia’s Optima is worth a serious look. 

That’s also true if you want to move up in the world but 
don’t fancy paying big bucks for the privilege. Either way, 
the Optima comes with plenty of kit, is refined and capable 
enough to worry the opposition. 

If you’re a professional driver seeking reliable transport 
that will also impress customers, the Optima’s polished ap¬ 
pearance andspacious cabin are major plus points.

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What’s not 
to like in 
great value 
fast hatch

Ford’s Fiesta ST has long been the thinking 
person’s fast hatchback. This latest one is no 
exception. 

With 182PS on tap, it keeps things real and the pric¬ 
ing looks great as well. Ford has certainly put down 
a serious marker. The plushest ST3 version adds sat 
nav, keyless entry, cruise control, auto headlamps 
and wipers, power folding mirrors and electronic cli¬ 
mate control that many owners will want. 

So-called ‘warm hatches’ have often been a tricky sell. 
Why? Because there’s usually a faster version that’s more 
desirable. Warm hatches are usually bought by younger 
drivers who want the faster car but can’t afford the insurance 
bills. There is an exception. Ford’s Fiesta would appear to 
be the perfect candidate for a searing hot hatch, but in re¬ 
cent years, instead of a fire-breathing RS model, the pinna¬ 
cle of Fiesta sporting ambition has been the ST line. But the 
‘Sports Technologies’ variant has usually been a great car 
in its own right. 

Now we’ve got another Fiesta ST to compare with earli¬ 
er standard setters. Instead of the 150PS it had in previous 
generation form, it gets a heftier 182PS. Does this lift it into 
a more serious price category? Not a bit of it. Ford has kept 
the pricing keen, so much so that we suspect that some 
manufacturers of this Fiesta’s opposition are starting to feel 
more than a little worried. 

The top ST3 version we’re going to look at here costs an 
extra £1,000, but still manages to look good value against 
many obvious rivals. 

Ford has developed new chassis and suspension compo¬ 
nents to improve the ride quality and refinement of the car 
and further enhanced the Ford Electronic Power Assisted 
Steering system. 

Unique suspension and steering tuning and better Torque 
Vectoring Control (eTVC) combines with a 15mm lower ride 
height to deliver the requisite dynamic improvements over 
what is already a very good chassis. 

Ostentatious 

Ford produce the Fiesta ST in both three and five door 
guises, but there are no plans to import the five-door car to 
the UK. But when the three-door model looks this good, I 
doubt too many tears will be shed. The big front grille (which 
can look a bit ostentatious on an ordinary poverty-spec Fies¬ 
ta supermini) works well with the ST’s more extrovert body 
styling. That runs to an imposing black honeycomb trape¬ 
zoidal front grille, plus a large rear spoiler with twin air vents 
and twin exhaust. 

Colour choices including Molten Orange and Spirit Blue 
and an optional style pack adds red brake calipers and grey 
alloy wheels to pump up the aggression a bit. 

The rising beltline of the Fiesta in profile doesn’t seem to 
bode well for the rear seat passengers in this three-door car 
but the Fiesta surprises with decent legroom and headroom 
that’s manageable even for a six-footer. The windows are 
small and set high up, so light isn’t abundant in the back but 
the shopping bags, coats and road atlases that owners will 
store there most of the time won’t be overly worried. 

Standard spec for all Fiesta STs runs to 17in alloy wheels, 
a body styling kit with a chromed dual exhaust pipe, a 
Quickclear heated windscreen, front fog lights, a Thatcham 
Category 1 alarm, a leather-trimmed ST steering wheel and 
gearshift knob with red stitching plus a decent quality ste¬ 
reo system incorporating a DAB digital radio. There’s also 
Ford’s clever Bluetooth/USB SYNC connectivity and the ‘My 
Key’ system via which you can tailor the systems of the car 
to your own settings communicated to it via the ignition key. 

The whole point of sporty Fiestas has been to offer a 
generous slice of fun coupled with modest running costs. 
It was always thus with the old XR2 and it continues with 
this generation ST. Even with 182PS on tap, you’ll still see 
47.9mpg on the combined cycle with emissions pegged at 
a very reasonable 138g/km. That compares well with cars 
like the 208 GTI, which manages 139g/km and the Fabia 
vRS at 148g/km. 

It’s hard to see how Ford could have done a lot better with 
the Fiesta ST. Warm hatches are usually a difficult thing to 
position as there will always be that nagging feeling that if 
you just saved a little more, you could be in something more 
exciting, but the ST has long stood up very well as a model 
in its own right. 

With 182PS on tap translating into a sprint to 62mph of 
just 6.9 seconds, this Fiesta is quicker than many of the 
proper hot hatches of not so very long ago. It’ll most certain¬ 
ly out-handle some fairly illustrious names as well. 

An integral part of bringing a warm hatch to market is 
managing costs and it’s here that the Ford really plays its 
trump card. It gets 47.9mpg on the combined fuel economy 
cycle and emissions are rated at just 138g/km - but the big¬ 
gest draw is certain to be the price tag. 

At just £17,000, the base model is very tempting and even 
in the £19,000 ST3 guise we’ve looked at here, it still strong¬ 
ly pays the value card.

The Boldmere Swimming Club 
member who won bronze at the IPC 
World Championships in Montreal 
last year on her senior international 
debut, was in great form and the sec¬ 
ond day of competition at the Welsh 
National Pool in Swansea, saw her 
break the SM10 World Record in 
the 400 m individual medley (sub¬ 
ject to ratification). Kearney’s time 


of 5.31.79 lowered the British record 
held by Dame Sarah Storey by nine 
seconds which had stood since before 
she was born, and the European and 
World Records held by Elodie Lo- 
randi of France by four seconds. 

This achievement was her second 
recent success following on from the 
British Gas International Meet in 
Manchester at the beginning of July. 

In her signature event, the 400m 
freestyle, Kearney finished in 4.45.79 
in the multi-classification final, well 
ahead of the field and, more impor¬ 


tantly, took the overall Gold medal - 
three multi-disability points ahead of 
Ellie Simmonds, who on this occasion 
had to settle for silver, with visually 
impaired swimmer Hannah Russell 
taking the bronze.

Walsall domi¬ 
nated possession but could 
not find the goal to seal all 
three points. 

Only with seconds re¬ 
maining was either ‘keeper 
seriously tested when Adam 
Chambers drew a fine save 
from Bantams custodian 
Jordan Pickford. 

Frustration 

Yet while Dean Smith 
and his players might have 
been saddled with a familiar 
feeling of frustration, there 
were enough promising 
signs to suggest this result 
may not set the tone for 
what is to come. 

For one thing, it was 
something of a surprise to 
see Bradford, with victories 
in their opening two games, 
adopt such a negative game- 
plan. 

Phil Parkinson’s side 
didn’t exactly park the bus 
but it was impossible to es¬ 
cape the conclusion they 
had come for, and were 
happy with, the draw. While 
the Saddlers failed to solve 
the riddle posed by the vis- 
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itors’ massed defence, it is 
also important to remember 
this is still a relatively new 
forward line, still learning 
each other’s game. 

Tom Bradshaw didn’t add 
to his opening day goal at 
Port Vale but has already 
confirmed himself as a more 
mobile replacement for last 
season’s top scorer Craig 
Westcarr. 

Ashley Grimes was less ef¬ 
fective than in his previous 
outings but still nearly laid 
on the winner for Cham¬ 
bers late on, while Romaine 
Sawyers is showing signs of 
growing further into his role 
behind the main striker. 

And in midfield, it was im¬ 
possible not to be impressed 
by the full debut of Billy 
Clifford. 

The former Chelsea man 
is increasingly looking like 
the deal of the summer and 
showed his range of passing 
and excellent vision with a 
lofted through ball which 
Bradshaw so nearly vol¬ 
leyed past Pickford midway 
through the first half. 

All that said, much is still 
likely to ride on Smith suc¬ 
cessfully bringing in a cen¬ 
tre-forward before the end 
of the month..
